• This is a decision on applicants' "Renewed Petition Under 37 C.FJL §1.47(a) n filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on 29 April 2002. 

On 14 February 2000, applicants filed international application PCT/GBOO/00478, which 
claimed a priority date of 12 February 1999. A copy of the international application was 
communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) from the International 
Bureau on 1 7 August 2000. A Demand for international preliminary examination, in which the 
United States was elected, was filed on 1 1 September 2000, within nineteen months from the 
priority date. Accordingly, the thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United 
States expired at midnight on 13 August 2001 (12 April 2001 was a Sunday).
